The  seeds  are  extra  nice  this  year.  Some  of  the  best  varieties  that  rarely  give  seed  have  yielded 
generously  because  of  the  favorable  season.  It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  growing  dahlias  from 
seed  is  solely  a  matter  of  experiment.  It  is  not  easy  to  originate  a  really  good  new  variety.  From 
a  packet  of  seeds  you  will  get  many  kinds  and  colors  and  you  may  be  fortunate  in  getting  some¬ 
thing  very  good.  Some  of  our  customers  have  been  quite  successful.  The  better  the  seed,  the 
better  the  chance.  These  seeds,  with  the  exception  of  certain  special  crosses  with  which  we  are 
continually  experimenting,  are  exactly  the  same  as  we  plant  ourselves.

OUR  NEW  INTRODUCTIONS  FOR  1938 

CORONADO — Inf.  Dec.  Bright  rose  magenta.  “Sturdy  Oak”  was  a  name  suggested  for  this 
dahlia.  Full  of  meaning  but  hardly  a  name  for  a  flower,  we  thought.  Nevertheless,  sturdi¬ 
ness  is  a  major  quality  of  this  variety  both  as  to  the  ruggedness  of  the  bloom  and  the  habit 
of  growth.  Very  large  in  size  and  of  excellent  build  and  texture,  it  produces  magnificent 
blooms  early  and  freely,  and  the  color  is  more  attractive  than  it  may  sound.  A  trifle  brighter 
and  lighter  than  Wenoka,  the  flowers  are  considerably  larger  but  plant  growth  is  not  so  tall. 
Formation  is  slightly  informal  as  the  above  picture  would  indicate.  It  won  as  Best  Undis¬ 
seminated  Decorative  at  San  Francisco  and  was  reported  on  as  being  very  outstanding  in 
Massachusetts  where  it  was  sent  for  trial.  There  is  rugged  individuality  combined  with

GALA  CALIFORNIA-  -Inc.  Cac.  Scarlet  orange.  A  true  cactus  with  an  erect  stem  that  holds 
the  flower  at  just  the  right  angle,  a  quality  not  present  in  all  cactus  varieties.  It  will  also 
grow  and  develop  to  perfection  in  a  warm  climate  where  so  many  cactus  varieties  fail. 
Color  is  extra  good,  and  blooming  profusely  as  it  does,  is  unexcelled  for  all  purposes. 
Blooms  are  large  for  this  type  as  may  be  noted  from  the  front-cover  picture.  With  the 
increasing  interest  in  cactus  dahlias  we  are  happy  to  be  able  to  introduce  this  very  fine  one. 
Six  blooms  won  the  Gold  Medal  at  the  San  Francisco  Show  as  the  Best  Established  3-year 
old.  Gala  California  heads  the  list  of  the  1937  “Dahlia  Champions  of  the  West’’,  prepared 
by  Mr.  Edward  Salbach  for  “Homes  in  the  West”.  We  would  suggest  that  all  dahlia 
enthusiasts  especially  in  the  West  read  this  article  in  the  December  issue  of  this  San 
Francisco  magazine.

GRAND  MARSHAL — Semi-Cac.  Reddish  violet.  This  very  large  dahlia  of  positive  semi-cactus 
formation  ranks  with  Miss  Glory,  Amelia  Earhart  and  Satan  in  size  and  interest.  The 
color  is  very  distinctive  and  quite  different  from  anything  we  have  had  before,  a  lively 
crimson  violet  with  the  reverse  of  the  petals  a  lighter  shade.  This  spectacular  flower,  held 
on  the  best  of  stems  on  a  strong  growing  plant,  is  another  Showroom  Giant  in  a  new  shade. 
It  blooms  abundantly  and  seems  to  continue  indefinitely.  It  was  the  best  looking  flower  in 
our  Thanksgiving  Day  bouquet.

It  was  also 
a  Roll  of  Honor  dahlia  the  same  year  and  has  been  one  of  our  largest  and  most  satisfactory 
dahlias  to  date.  Many  blooms  will  measure  over  12  inches  with  corresponding  depth  and  on 
absolutely  perfect  stems.  The  flower  has  a  pleasing  informal  appearance  with  the  petals  curled 
and  twisted  in  an  artistic  fashion,  and  its  good  substance  insures  a  wealth  of  perfect  blooms

AZURA — I.  D.  Rosy  lilac  with  a  bluish  violet  sheen.  A  very  large  deep  flower  which  can  compete  in 
the  “largest”  class,  many  blooms  measuring  12  to  14  inches  in  diameter.  Plant  tall  and  strong 
and  free  blooming  and  the  blooms  have  a  distinctive  and  interesting  formation.  This  is  not 
“just  another  rose  pink”  but  the  very  best  in  this  color  range.  This  dahlia  was  not  as  widely 
distributed  as  it  should  have  been  but  it  has  made  a  big  hit  wherever  grown  and  will  be  heard 
from  in  the  future.

BOSPHORUS — Inf.  Dec.  Deep  burnt  orange  or  golden 
brown.  A  fine,  large,  well  shaped  flower  in  a 
color  that  is  new  in  our  experience.  It  is  a  dark 
flower,  almost  as  deep  in  the  orange  tone  in  the 
body  of  the  flower  as  maroon  is  to  red,  but 
shades  to  a  lighter  orange  at  the  edges  of  the 
petals.  We  recommend  this  dahlia  on  its  color 
but  it  is  charming  and  satisfactory  in  all  re¬ 
spects.  This  variety  should  be  grown  strong 
from  the  start  and  it  will  have  a  long  straight 
stem  and  will  be  immensely  attractive  when  cut. 
Certificate  of  Merit  at  Storrs  and  at  the  Georgia 
Trial  Gardens . $2.00 


CALIFORNIA  IDOL — I.  D.  Clear  bright  self-colored 
yellow.  Not  only  in  the  specimen  bloom  classes 
but  when  shown  in  quantity  as  well,  this  dahlia 
appears  to  have  been  the  1936  and  1937  show 
room  champion.  In  almost  every  show  it  has 
been  a  winner  in  such  entries  as  Best  Bloom, 
Largest  Bloom,  Best  Yellow,  Best  1935  Intro¬ 
duction,  Most  Meritorious  Entry,  Best  25,  Best 
12,  Best  Basket,  etc.  At  the  National  Show  at 
Detroit  the  winning  entry  of  25  blooms  was 
selected  by  the  Detroit  Press  to  be  featured  in 
the  newspapers.  At  San  Francisco  last  year  a 
15-inch  bloom  won  as  the  Largest  Flower  in  the 
show.

CADET — S.  C.  Light  primrose  yellow,  almost  cream. 
A  fresh,  crisp  flower  somewhat  similar  in  for¬ 
mation  to  Satan.  This  type  of  cactus  dahlia  in 
the  shade  mentioned  is  truly  distinctive.  The 
petals,  long,  well-rolled  and  but  slightly  in¬ 
curved,  are  well  placed  and  just  numerous 
enough  to  form  an  exceedingly  graceful  flower. 
So  clean-cut  in  form  and  color,  it  impresses  one 
as  having  been  artificially  fashioned  by  the  deft 
hand  of  a  skilled  artist.  Will  grow  large  on  a 
tall  straight  stalk.  We  are  told  that  we  have 
been  too  conservative  in  putting  forward  this 
dahlia,  that  it  is  a  light  yellow  Satan  and  far 
superior  to  Frau  Bracht  and  other  dahlias  re¬

“This  giant  yellow  has  a  coast-to-coast 
record  as  a  1934  winner.  At  the  show 
of  the  Dahlia  Society  of  California  it 
won  the  Gold  Medal  as  the  Best  3-year 
old  seedling.  At  Boston  it  won  the 
Achievement  Medal  as  best  undissem¬ 
inated  dahlia.  It  was  one  of  the  out¬ 
standing  varieties  at  Storrs  this  year. 
It  is  a  fine  grower  with  a  deep  flower 
of  clear  glistening  yellow,  a  true  pastel 
shade.  Here  will  be  a  new  competitor 
in  the  specimen  bloom  classes.”  Cali¬ 
fornia  Idol  is  doubtless  one  of  the  truly 
great  dahlias.  The  growth  of  the  plant 
is  ideal.  Average  height  is  about  5  feet. 
Blooms  early  and  freely.  Foliage  clean 
and  attractive.  Keeps  well 
when  cut .  $2.50 


CALIFORNIA  PEACH— S.  C.  Bright  coral  or 
peach  pink,  a  pink  without  any  trace 
of  lavender;  reverse  of  petals  a  lighter 
shade.  Size  and  formation  of  this 
flower  are  very  similar  to  Satan.  It  is 
a  seedling  of  Satan  crossed  with  Eagle 
Rock  Fantasy  and  the  foliage  and  gen¬ 
eral  habit  of  growth  are  much  like  the 
latter,  but  having  noticeable  qualities 
of  both  parents.  A  great  bloom  of  Satan 
of  rich  glowing  pink  is  a  dream  come 
true.  In  1936  California  Peach  was  the 
great  sensation  at  the  Boston  Show, 
winning  there  as  the  Best  Flower  in 
the  Show,  the  Massachusetts  Horticul¬ 
tural  Medal  as  the  Best  New  Dahlia, 
and  also  the  Achievement  Medal.  Win¬ 
ner  also  as  Best  Undisseminated  Semi- 
Cactus  at  San  Francisco.  Grown  by 
Dr.  Landess  of  Tennessee,  it  was  the 
winner  last  year  in  Mr.  Reed’s  annual 
contest  for  the  largest  bloom.  Included 
in  all  the  1936  Rolls  of  Honor  and  we 
quote  below  statements  of  the  impres¬ 
sions  it  made  on  the  world’s  greatest 
authorities  on  dahlias:  Mr.  Derrill  W. 
Hart  in  the  Flower  Grower  described  it 
as  “A  grand  dahlia  of  real  distinction 
and  beauty  .  .  .  and  a  dahlia  that  will 
make  a  high  record  of  winning  because 
of  its  size  and  distinction.  You  can  get 
a  perfect  idea  of  this  flower  if  you 
imagine  Satan  in  a  clear  coral  pink.” 
Mr.  J.  W.  Johnston  in  House  Beautiful 
states,  “This  is  a  giant  semi-cactus, 
bright  coral  or  peach  pink.  ...  Its  form 
together  with  the  color  makes  it  a  spec¬ 
tacular  dahlia  and  one  I  feel  sure  will 
make  its  mark  in  gardens  and  show 
rooms  next  year.”  Mr.  Leonard  Barron 
in  American  Home  calls  it  “a  flower 
not  too  large,  carried  erect  and  prom¬ 
ises  well  ...  a  dahlia  that  won  honors

CALIFORNIA  PEACH 


CALIFORNIA  ROSE— Inf.  Dec.  Clear  bright  rose.  Ex¬ 
quisite  coloring,  large,  tall-growing,  describe  in 
a  few  words  the  salient  features  of  this  un¬ 
usually  satisfactory  new  dahlia.  We  have  sup¬ 
plemented  the  descriptions  of  a  number  of  our 
dahlias  this  year  with  a  small  picture,  so  that 
you  can  see  to  some  extent  what  the  flower 
looks  like.  This  variety  as  you  will  note  is  one 
that  is  well  worthwhile.  California  Rose  is  also 
included  in  Mr.  Hart’s  1934  Dahlia  Review.  For 
a  number  of  years,  Mr.  Hart,  in  his  annual  Roll 
of  Honor,  has  been  able  to  select  with  remark¬ 
able  accuracy  the  future  dahlia  favorite.  We 
quote  Mr.  Hart’s  statement:  “One  of  the  most 
beautiful  of  the  novelties,  and  I  must  assume  it 
was  not  shown  in  California  or  else  we  should 
have  heard  more  about  it.  A  bright  salmon  rose 
and  a  particularly  beautiful  flower  for  cutting. 
It  was  the  best  keeper  I  had  on  trial  this  year. 
Flower  large,  but  extremely  graceful.”  Certi¬ 
ficate  of  Merit  at  Storrs . $2.00 

CHARLES  G.  REED — I.  D.  Purple  red  or  petunia  red  as  an  authority  on  dress  materials  called  it. 
Last  year  for  the  second  time  this  variety  won  as  the  Best  Bloom  in  the  Show  at  the  National 
Show  in  London,  England.  Has  won  similar  prizes  in  many  places  and  was  a  Roll  of  Honor 
dahlia  in  its  introductory  year.  It  is  an  unusually  large  variety  held  upright  on  a  perfect  stem. 
Bush  is  of  rather  low  growth  with  the  branching  habit  which  makes  it  ideal  for  all  purposes. 
Blooms  profusely.  One  of  the  best . $1.00 

CHEROKEE — S.  C.  Lavender  pink  with  a  light  center.  A  positive  semi-cactus  which  in  some 
respects  might  be  described  as  a  very  much  improved  Marion  Broomall.  The  flower  is  large 
and  deep  with  plenty  of  petals  and  the  stems  are  extra  long  and  straight.  Since  it  is  an  excep¬ 
tionally  free  bloomer  it  is  invaluable  as  a  cut  flower  and  the  color  appears  to  particularly 
good  advantage  indoors.  Plant  does  best  if  allowed  to  branch  early  by  cutting  out 
the  center  .  $2.50 

DON  JUAN — -Semi-Cac.  Scarlet  orange  with  a  reverse  of  lighter  orange.  This  is  one  of  the  truly 
spectacular  varieties  and  should  add  to  the  fame  of  Ballay-Success  Dahlias  in  the  “Giants  of 
the  Show  Room”  class.  If  you  have  a  crown  flower  of  Don  Juan  for  the  show  you  will  be  hard 
to  beat.  Later  blooms  will  be  very  numerous  and  large,  but  an  occasional  one  may  have  a 
crook  in  the  stem.  This  variety  is  a  true  semi-cactus  with  the  center  rows  of  petals  rather 
broad  and  spreading  but  with  the  outer  rows  decidedly  rolled  and  well  incurved.  Color  is  just 
about  as  bright  as  it  is  possible  for  a  color  to  be.  It  has  brought  favorable  comment  from 
those  who  have  seen  it  growing,  and  from  the  exhibitor’s  point  of  view  we  consider  it  one  of 
the  most  sensational  of  the  newer  introductions . $2.00 

DRESDEN — I.  D.  Clear  pink  lavender.  Here  good  color  is  very  much  in  evidence.  The  lavender  is 
plainly  of  the  rich  pink  tone  throughout  the  flower  and  is  in  no  sense  a  bluish  lavender.  This 
rich  coloring  is  well  supported  by  large  size,  full  formation  and  a  matchless  stem.  No  visitor 
ever  fails  to  inquire  about  this  one,  always  remarking  that  it  is  exquisite.  Blooms  with  excep¬ 
tional  freedom.  Dresden  appears  to  have  made  a  great  hit  the  past  season,  having  done  espe¬ 
cially  well  in  the  Middle  West — scored  88  at  Ohio  Trial  Gardens.  If  the  tips  of  stems  are 
boiled,  as  should  always  be  done  when  dahlias  are  cut,  this  variety  will  prove  an  excellent 
keeper.  Best  25  Blooms  at  the  Los  Angeles  Show . $1.00 

DRUM  MAJOR — For.  Dec.  Pale  gold  with  a  reverse  of  deeper  gold.  A  very,  very  tall  dahlia, 
standing  head  and  shoulders  above  all  the  rest,  and  very  large  and  showy.  Not  an  early  nor 
particularly  free  bloomer  but  all  flowers  are  perfect  on  extremely  good  strong  stems.  Have 
you  ever  needed  some  large  flowers  on  4-foot  canes  to  top  off  your  exhibit?  This  variety  will 
serve  that  purpose  and  may  win  a  prize  for  you,  too . ..$1.50 

ELEGANCE — S.  C.  Center  and  tips  of  petals  yellow,  body  of  flower  glistening  coral.  We  classify  this 
variety  as  semi-cactus  but  it  is  not  far  removed  from  the  true  cactus  type.  A  noticeable  swirl 
to  the  petals  is  also  reminiscent  of  certain  English  type  cactus  varieties  of  some  years  back. 
Few  dahlias  have  been  so  cordially  received  on  their  first  appearance  as  this  one  and  we  con¬ 
sider  it  one  of  our  very  best  varieties  because  of  its  unusual  charm  and  beauty  and  because  the 
great  quantity  of  blooms  it  gives  are  useful  for  every  purpose.  It  is  a  full,  deep  flower  with 
ideal  habits.  Described  on  the  1933  American  Home  Roll  of  Honor  as  “a  most  pleasing  variety 
producing  a  wealth  of  bloom  of  very  pleasing  and  artistic  appearance”.  Winner  of  the  Santa

This  dahlia  won  in  1933  as  the  Best  Established  three- 
year  old  in  keen  competition  at  the  Palace  Hotel  Show  and  can  always  be  counted  on  to  exhibit 
to  good  advantage.  It  is  a  very  early  and  a  very  prolific  bloomer.  Under  favorable  weather 
conditions  the  blooms  will  easily  attain  10  to  12  inches  with  corresponding  depth,  and  at  all 
times  will  have  very  long  strong  stems.  In  California  everyone  admired  the  color  and  fine 
habits  of  this  dahlia  and  now  good  reports  have  come  to  us  from  many  places.  This  variety 
was  named  in  honor  of  our  mother  and  we  hope  it  will  worthily  perpetuate  her  name.  Eugenia 
Ballay,  along  with  Palo  Alto,  Satan  and  Full  Moon,  was  mentioned  in  the  list  of  the  better  new 
dahlias  compiled  by  Dr.  Marshall  A.  Howe  of  the  New  York  Botanical  Gardens  and  published  in 
the  Flower  Grower.

FAIR  ELAINE — S.  C.  Delicate  old  rose.  An  extra  good  variety  with  long  evenly  rolled  incurved 
petals.  Without  heavy  disbudding  it  will  produce  great  quantities  of  good  flowers  until  the 
very  end  of  the  season.  Excellent  lasting  qualities  when  cut.  Roll  of  Honor  Dahlia  in  1929  $1.00 


FLORENTINE — F.  D.  Bright  mallow  purple.  From  the  thousands  of  seedlings  we  grow  we  have 
ample  opportunity  to  study  the  dahlia  in  its  many  phases  from  a  standpoint  of  real  progress. 
Many  new  colors  appear  but  the  problem  is  to  get  the  outstanding  colors  in  flowers  that  show 
equal  advancement  in  other  respects.  Good  purple  shades  are  not  plentiful  and  we  thought 
the  color  of  this  dahlia  especially  worthwhile.

The  large  distinctive  blooms  easily  measuring  12 
inches  across,  are  regularly  formed  of  very  broad  flat  petals  that  terminate  in  a  perfectly  full 
and  artistic  center.  The  thickness  and  strength  of  the  stems  are  particularly  noticeable  and  the 
flowers  are  always  upright,  never  facing  the  least  bit  to  the  side.  In  its  first  year  this  dahlia 
made  a  good  start  in  the  East,  winning  the  Gold  Medal  of  the  Dahlia  Society  of  California  as 
the  best  dahlia  of  California  origin,  and  was  also  the  largest  flower  in  the  show,  at  Boston.  It 
has  since  won  many  prizes  as  Best  Yellow,  and  in  some  cases  as  Best  Bloom  in  the  show,  some 
customers  stating  they  have  grown  13  and  even  14  inch  flowers  without  any  special  effort.  It  was

GLAMOUR — Inf.  Dec.  Bright  apricot  overlaid  with  sunset  pink.  This  is  one  of  the  finest  of  our 
new  introductions,  a  12-inch  flower  with  perfect  form  and  delightful  color.

EXPLANATION  OF1  TYPES — According  to  the  American  Dahlia  Society  Classification. 


INFORMAL  DECORATIVE  (I.  D.) — Double  flowers,  full  to  the  center,  usually  with  long,  twisted 
petals,  and  often  irregular  in  arrangement. 


FORMAL  DECORATIVE  (F.  D.) — Double  flowers,  full  to  the  center,  usually  with  broad,  flat  petals, 
often  rounded  at  the  tips,  and  regular  in  arrangement. 

CACTUS  (C.) — Double  flowers,  full  to  the  center,  with  long,  narrow,  pointed  petals,  incurved, 
recurved  or  straight,  but  rolled  more  than  half  their  length. 


SEMI-CACTUS  (S.  C.) — Double  flowers,  full  to  the  center,  with  coarse,  twisted  petals,  usually  some¬ 
what  incurved,  and  rolled  ordinarily  less  than  half  their  length. 


PEONY  (P.) — Semi-double  flowers  showing  a  bright  yellow  center,  having  small  twisted  petals 
circling  about  the  center.
